(eae REV. ots SADUER. : 
Delivered at the dedication of the Universal- 
ist, Church at Perrysburgh, Ohie, Dec. 5, 1837.. 
By the permissicn ofa kind Providence, and 
under the munificent blessings, and auspicious 
_ gmiles of indulgent Heaven, we have assem- 
bled -this day, for the purpose of setting apart, 
and seleimnly consecrating to the service and 
worship of Almighty God—the Father of the 
“spirits ofall flesh, and the Savior of the world, 
> this neat and commodious edifice; agreably to 
-- a long established custom of the Christiar 
~ Church—and with the usual appropriate and 
Interesting services. © ~~ ieee ce 
And when we take into consideration the 
nature of the Christian Institutions—contem- 
plate the genius and “characteristicks of the 
Gospel, and reflect on the advantages and bles- 
‘sings resulting to community from the con- 
stant study, application and practice of the prin- 
ciples inculcatedin the religion of the Son of 
God, we perceiveat once, there is nothing bet- 
ter calculated to inspire the philanthrophist 
' with emotions of joy, end feelings of exquisite 
‘delight, than to wiinesy the erection of Tem- 
ples of Worship, and Houses of prayer and of 
praise in the different sections of this widely 
- extended, and hitherto happy land. 

It is here, at the public sanctuary, while ben- 
ding. around one common Alter in adoration of 
the Supreme—throwing all differences and 
worldly distinctions aside; and deeply sympa- 

thizing with each other in all the holy exerci- 
ses of religion, that the devout worshipper finds 
his greatest earthly bliss. It is here, that man 
is taught the existence, the majesty, the glory, 
_and the perfection of the Divinity—here, that 
he is made acquainted with the situation he sus- 
tains to his Matrer,and his Kindred race—here, 
that he is instructed in every rational duty-here, 
that the noble priciples and affections of mind

- In addressing you in reference to the ocea- 
sion-on which we are convened, f have selec- 
ted as the foundation of my disedurse a ‘senti- 
ment found in Isaiah, TV: 5,6, ‘And the 
Lord will create upon every dwelling place of 
mount Sion, and upon herassemblies, a cloude’ 
and smoke by day; and the shining of the fla- 
ming fire by night; for upon all the glory shall 
there be a defence: And there shall be a tab- 
ernacle fer a shadow in the.day-time from the 
heat, and for a place of refiige; and for a covert 
i from storm and from rain.” : £ 

Tn creating man in his own image, and im. 
| pressing on him tbe signet of his own Divinity, 
ithe Almighty constituted -him susceptible of 
receiving and enjoying religion. And in all 


leountries andclimes, whether savage or civ- 
ilized, barberous or refined, he has been 


a worshiper.. Whether we see bim inthe re- 
| mote country of Japan; by the side of Nile;on the 
banks of the flowing Ganges; amony the icebergs 
‘ot Siberia; in the solitary regions of Etheopia; 
on the arid: deserts of Arabia; amid: the 
vine-clad hills of Italy; mthe wilds of Amer- 
ican forests; ofon the islands: of tire vast Pe- 
cifick,-he is beheld-in acts of religious devo- 
| tion, adpring some unseea Power, he recog- 
nizes as God; whom he feels obligated to serve, 
and in whose hands he thinks his destinies are 
held: 2 i 

Having endowed him with those high attri- 
butes of mind, and distinguished faculties of 


soul, that place-him at the head of animal eXis- 
tence, ally him to the-angelic spirits ob the 
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-heavenly world; and suitably qualify him with’ 
a capacity for enjoying God, and glorifying 
him forever; the Creator, in adaptation to. the 
wants of his creatures, and the nature he had 
confered, has eondescended to reveal to him, 
from time, to time, agreably to his measure of 
comprehension and understanding, that econo- 
‘oy of divine wisdom—that system of religion, © 
which, in perfection of development, constitutes. 
“the fulness of the blessing of the Gospel of 
Christ,” and the proximate sonrce of man’s 
highest felicity. 

In ancient times, the Almighty ‘spoke unto’ 
the fathers by the prophets, concerning his 
will and perfections—their duty and destiny. 
But in Jatter days, he has spoken: unto us by 
his Son, through whom he i communicated’ 
to the world, every thing necessary for man to 
know, relative to the administration of the di- 
vine Government, and that economy of match- 
less, heavenly ‘grace, terminating in a world’s 
salvation from sin and death, and a translation’, 
into the full fruition of “the glorious liberty of” 
the sons of God.’ : aoe : 

Thus, step» by step, he has led the human’ 

mind through the elementary principles of his 
revelled religion, unto an understanding of all 
‘th e perfection, sublimity, and glory, that beam= 
ea in’ magnificent splendour from the gospel — 
of eternal life. We are not therefore, to sup- 
pose that the two destinct Covenants, God has 
given man, are entirely dissimilar to each oth- _ 
er, and radically different in all their peesliar 
characteristicks, But on the contrary, we are. 
to regard the dispensation of the law, “as a 
shadow of good things to come, established for 
the time-bemg—the things themselves being 
not yet made manifest;” and answering ag a 
kind of preface, or intreduction to that more 
perfect’ system that was afterward to obtain 
through our Lord and Saviour, Jesus Christ. 
Thelaw is not against the promises of the 
gospel: For the law being four hundred and: 
thirty years after the promises were pledged, 
it could not annul the proznises that they should 
be cfnone effect. Neither are the promises 
contrary to the law in spirit and design: for 
“Christ came, not to destroy the Law and the 
Prophets, but to fulfill.” ‘ 
_ Lhe legal dispensation being: but a figura- 
tive representation of the economy of the Gos- 
pe]; and the Jewish Prophets comprehending 
its nature and purpose, saw- refteeted therein, 
as the face is reflected in a mirror, the glory of . 
the Lord, that would be revealed in the person: 
of Jesus Christ; and looked through the type, 


unto the great anti-type,—beholding the excee-. 
ding riches of heavenly grace, and’ all the 
excellencies of the rlilgion of the Son ofGod.. 
fience, they often spoke of the future’ ad- 
vent of the Lord of life and glory; of the 
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Blessings that would attend his heavenly reign, 


and of the principles of the religion he would 
establich among the children of men. 

In treating oa this subject, they oftea’ al- 
Jade to circumstances and events, customs, 
aad ritteurals, ardiaances, and coremonies per- 
taining to the Mosaic Dispensation, as though 
it were significant ef that which was to 
witnessed inthe betler covenant of grace. 

An instence of this kind occurs in our text. 
The prophet here is treating on the blessedness 
ef the gospel, and the excellency of the covenant 
of reconcilization—but uses language borrowed 
from circumstances pertaining to the adoption 
ef the children of Israel, and their deliverance 
from the bondage of oppression when pasaing 
through the wilde:nees from Egypt tothe inher- 
stance of promise. “The Lord will create,” says 
he, “upon every dwelling place of urount Zion, 
and upou her assemblies, a cloud and smoke by 
éey—and the shining of a faming fire by night 
for upon all the glory shall be a defence. And 
there shall bea tabernacle for a shadow in the 
day time {rom the heat; and for a place of re- 
. faze, and for a corert from storm and from 
craly. “ita 
_ ‘The word Zion has a very extensive significa. 
tiun, as used in the Scriptures; and ia a term that 
wasof very d-ar import to the ancient Jews. 
With it was associated every thing pertaining to 
their national distinction and privileges—their 
diving adoption and temple service—the giving 
of the Law and the Promises, and all the mani 
festations of heavenly favor in behalfof the cro. 
een people of God. 

‘Zion literally signifies, a heap, a monument; 
and is a name that was given to the small eleva- 
tiun of land situated within the walls of the cap- 
italef Judea, on which ing David erected his 
royal palacc, and buildings of State. Here was 
prepared-an archive forthe ark of the covemant, 
eo sacred ta the Jews;in which was deposited 
the Law, the golden vessel of manna, and Aaron's 
~ sod that budded—a natiorial mememto of their 
father's wilderness journey from Egypt to Pal- 
eatine, of the guardianship, protection and spe- 
lal providence of God, and of the covenant of 
adoptian that made them heirs of promise. — 

With great ceremony and parade, and with 
remarkable demonstrations of joy, was the ark 
yomoved from Obed-Edom, and fixed in the place 
assigned it on mount Zion, This rendered the 
palsce royal doubly interesting to the children 
of Isracl—and subsequently the name of the 
hillock, on which elood the city of David, be- 
came significant of the covenants God had made 
with their fathers, embracing the religion of the 
Jews, and-even the subjects of that theocracy. 

Io process of time, the temple of Solomon was 
reared. ‘Chen the ‘ark of the testimony” was 
plaozd in the holy court of this magnificient 
building, prepared for its reception, ‘This cir- 
cumatanee occasioned the giving that Edifice 
very frequently, the name of Zion; though ered: 
ted on another elevation, called mount Moriah: 

Being strongly attached to the religion of their 
fathers; and associsting every thing belonging to 
them as a nition, with their law, and rituals of 
divine service, the term Zion became eventually 
a familiar term, by which to signify the city of 
Jerusvlem; and even the whole land of JSudea— 
“the covenant of adoption—and the heirs of pro- 
Entec. 

The apesti¢ Pauly regardinethe legal dispen- 
sation, aa prefiguring that which was to obtain 
under the reign of the Megsiah; and accommo. 
dating himself to the nodes of speech. cinaloyed 
by his countrymen, addressed himeelf to the 
Hebrew Christiana, in the following expreasive 
tanner. “Ta-, ye-are not come unto the mount 
that might be touched, and that burned with fire 
sor unto blackness, and darkness, aad tempest, 
and the sound ef worda, which voice, they that 
heard, entreated, thal the word should pet be 
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spoken to them any more, for they could not 
dure that which was commanded, and if sox 
as a beast touch the mountain, it shall be 
or thrust through with a dari; and ea 
was the sight, that Moses said 3 
fear and quake.’ ‘But ye are come 
Sion, and unto the city of the living ¢ 
heavenly Jerusalem—and to an innt 
company of gngels; to the general assen 
church of the fist burn, which are wet 
heaves;, and 16 God tie Judge ot al 
spicits of just men made periect. 
the Mediator of the new covenant, 
blood of sprinkling, that speaketh be

In this paragraph, the apostle puts mount 
on in contrast. with mount Sinat; and makes 
them significant of the two covenants, wit! 
that appertuins thereto, 

David specks of Zion ina similar sense, 
the 132 Psalm. ‘For the Lord bath chosen Zi- 
on—he hath desired it for his habitation, this is 
my rest forever—here will I dwell; for I have 
desired it, J will abundantly bless her provis- 
ion—I will satisfy her poor with bread—TI will 
also clothe her priests with salvation—and her 
saints shall shout aloud fur joy.” 

In this sense, it is very frequently used by the 
Jewish prophets. In re‘/erence to such an appli- 
cation; Isaiah gays, in his prediction of gospei 
times—“and it sball come fo. pass in the last 
‘days, that the mountain of the Lord’s house shall 
be established on the top of the mountains, and 
shall be exalted above the hills; and all nations 
shall flow unto it. And many people shall go 
and say,-come ye, and let us go up to the Muun- 
tain of the Lord—to the house of the God of Ja- 
cob—and he will teach us of his ways; and we 
will walk in his paths; for out of Zion shall go 
forth the law, and the word of the Lord from Je- 
rusalem.. And heshall judge among the nations, 
and shall reb any people; and they shall 
beat their sw ito plough shares, and their 
spears uhing hooks—nation shall not lift 

yore nst nation—-neither shall they 
ry more.’ 
In our text'it has very nearly the some vigni: 
fication. Itis the “Jerusalem:that cometh down 
out of heaven, prepared asa bride adorned for’ 
her husband—the general assembly and charch 
of the firstborn, who are written in -heaven,”’ 
where God-will'place-his name, establish his tab 
ernacle, and dwell with men forever,

Obsequeous to the divine behest, Moses order. | 
ed the construction of a splendid, magnificient, | 
and gorgeous tent, or portable sanctuarg—ealled | 
v ‘Tabernacle, for religions service, to be carried 
with them wherever they went, till they: arrived’ 
to the land of promise. When Jehovah'gave or. | 
der for its construction, he accompanicd the in- | 
junction with this cheering and very aeceptabte | 
promise, “there vill I meet with the children of} 
Israel; and the tabernacle shall be sanctified by 
my. GLORY—and I will dwell among the clril- | 
dren. of Israel, and will be their God.”

TURE OF THE CAROLINE. 

The twelve o’clock express, confirms 
the news of this morning. It is said that 
the Caroline was filled with visitors, and 
not soldiers. ‘The word with the loyalists 
was, “No prisoners!—-no quarters!” 

Those who attempted to escape were 
killed, with few exceptions—the boat was 
set on fire, and with the remainder towed 
into the current on the Canadian side, 
which soon carried her over the Falls. 

The loyalists gave three cheers for Vic- 
toria, and under cover of the darkness, it 
is supposed escaped the fire opened upon 
them from the island. Those on board 
the boat slept there, because the public 
houses. were full. 

Capt. Harding, of the brig Indiana, es. 
caped with a severe wound in the head; 
only one man was found on the shore, the 
one above mentioned; the rest reported 
missing—there is little doubt but they 
went over the Falls with the burning 
steamboat.
